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Second council 


member resigns 


EAST JORDAN.-Lorraine Gagnon 
Tuesday became the second city 
council member to resign in the past 
month. 

Her resignation will mean five of six 
council seats plus the mayor’s seat will 
be voted on in a Nov. 6 election. 
Gagnon resigned because of a Serious, 
extended illness. The remaining year of 
her second ward two year term will be 
filled by a write-in vote. 

Harry Watson, a former third ward 
councilman, resigned in August. Bud 
Kenny’s seat will be the only council 
position not being voted on in 
November. 

Gagnon’s resignation was accepted by 
the council at its regular meeting 
Tuesday. The council voted to send her 
a letter thanking her for her service. 

In other action Tuesday the council: 

--Approved authorizing city 
superintendent Herm Rasch to spend 
$2,100 for installing and removing 
Christmas decorations in conjunction 
with the chamber of commerce. 


-Approved the appointment of Jamie 
Baumann, East Jordan public school 
community education direction, to the 
city recreation commission. 

--Discussed formally dedicating the 
road entering and the one exiting 
Sportsmans Park on M-32 as Sport- 
smans Drive East and West to enable 
the city to maintain the roads without 
an insurance liability problem. 

--Heard city clerk Fern Morris report 
that letters had been mailed to 
delinquent water and sewer customers 
informing them that if their bills aren't 
paid by Sept. 25 their water will be shut 
off. 

--Voted to refund rent of a boat slip at 
the city dock to Jack Hough, 602 2nd 
St., because after renting the slip he 
found it to be unsuitable for seasonal 
use. 

--Set Tuesday, Sept. 25 at 7:30 p.m. as 
a special meeting for council members 
to go over the sewer report made by 
Ann Arbor consultants McNamee, 
Porter and Seeley. 


Board will try to 
solve student drop 


EAST JORDAN - Business manager 
Ruby Dipzinski and superintendent of 
schools Mel Rullman told school board 
members last. week that an enrollment 
decrease would mean ‘'a very tight 
year’ for the East Jordan school 
system. 


The board appointed a committee to 
study the declines in an effort to 
determine if they will continue and to 
help find ways to cut the budget to 
cope with lost revenue. 


More than 100 students, who were 
expected to be enrolled when school 
began this fall, aren’t in classes, the 
two administrators told the board. No 
reasons have been found for the 


enrollment drop. 


In other action at last Tuesday’s 
meeting the board passed a resolution 
banning the sale of non-nutritious 
foods during school hours; accepted the 
low bid of 5.75 percent for a $275,000 
state aid loan; set the tax levy at 
34.2457 mills; and heard an update on 
the community education program 
from director Jamie Baumann. 

The board approved a list of com- 
munity education classes being offered 
this fall for credit status. 

Baumann also reported to the board 
progress made on the Brown Creek 
Nature Area. The board passed a 
resolution making the first week in 
May ‘Brown Creek Nature Area 
Week” for the East Jordan public 
schools.

Nature area a living classroom

EAST JORDAN-The 70 adults 
stopped and looked at a pile of brush, 
hearing about how squirrels and 
rabbits make their homes in similar 
piles. A few steps farther and they 
learned about a tree that’s good deer 
food. 

As they continued to walk, the group 
found out why pruning should be done 
17 feet high on trees to get 16 foot 
boards without knots in them. 

All the above information, plus much 
more, was presented to teachers in the 
East Jordan school system in a tour of 
the Brown's Creek Nature Area Sept. 4. 


Bill Grimm, conservationist for the. 


U.S. Soil Conservation Service, took 
the East Jordan teachers around the 
recently plotted nature trail,located 
between the high school and the middle 
and elementary schools, in an effort to 
make them aware of the learning 
possibilities available in the area. 

Grimm and community education 
director Jamie Baumann put together a 
three page script for walkers to read as 
they follow the trail. 

Listed on the script are descriptions of 
different trees and explanations of 
conservation problems and solutions 
visible along the trail. 

For those interested in more in- 
formation about. specific parts of the 
trail, Grimm and Baumann have made 
more detailed hand-outs. 


. Suggested projects for different grade 


levels were handed out to the teachers 
touring the area. They include tasks 
such as planting trees, taking nature 
walks, making squirrel boxes and bird 
feeders and cleaning up the area. 

The’ Brown's Creek, Nature -Area 
concept - goes -back :8 long way, . ac: 
cording to Grimm. The school: system 


has had the property since the 1950's . 


and different groups, such as the now 
defunct Future Farmers of America. 


have done various work projects ¢ on the: 


area since’ then. 


Interest in the area was renewed ‘han ; 


the new high school was built, Grimm 
explained. He credits a. ban on 


motorized vehicle traffic as being ‘a - 
major step forward for the nature area.. 
“These things go in cycles,” Grimm 
said of the interest in developing the . 
land. “There’s currently an interest.’’ 


“I hope the whole community 
becomes involved,”’ Grimm said. ‘‘It 
would be a shame not to use it.” 
“It can teach respect for our en- 
vironment, "’ he explained, ‘respect for 
preserving the area and improving it. 
It's a chance to learn about nature.” 
“It’s up to the teachers if they want to 
include it in their classes,” he said. 
The area began to take its present 
shape when, in 1977, Dan Kuczynski, 
an assistant in the community 
education program, began working on 
trails in the nature area. 


A possible answer 


Enrollment 


EAST JORDAN- A combination of 
reasons are apparently responsible for 
an enrollment drop of more than 100 
students. in the East Jordan schools, 
and jayoffs’ at factories were one 
significant but unforeseen factor. 

Ruby Dipzinski, business manager for 
the East Jordan public schools, con- 
cedes that layoffs at East Jordan 
plants may be one cause for the 
enrollment drop, but says that so far 
the school system really has no solid 
explanation for the dwindled student 
population. 

“It could be families are moving to 
another area where.a job is lined up,” 
theorized. Dipzinski. ~‘‘We're not 
getting any real indication of that, 
though.” 

School enrollments. are - predicted for 
the following year each spring as each 
building principal estimates what the 
enrollment for his school will be. 

The system also makes a. survey of

Dipzinski--and other school ad- 
ministrators expected a smaller kin- 
dergarten.-class this year then in the 
last few years.

The next year a Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act (CETA) 
funded crew cleared the area out and 
built a bridge over the creek. 

That fall, a work bee was held to 
widen the trail and to put in steps on a 
steep hill. 

The script outlining the trail through 
the area was then put together this 
spring. 

The East Jordan School Board passed 
a resolution making the first week in 
May “Brown’s Creek Nature Area 


Week” in an effort to focus attention on 
the area. 

Baumann and Grimm see cooperation 
between the school system and the city 
to improve the area in the future. 


The city owns vacant land adjacent to 
the area and the property could be 
developed as an addition to the nature 
area. 


Grimm, Baumann and the school 
board al] agree that the nature area is 
unique among school districts and 
should be taken advantage of.

The enrollment drop, unless 
drastically reversed before the fourth 
Friday official student count for. state 
aid, could result in a loss of as much as 
$80,000 to the East Jordan school 
system. 

A committee has been appointed to 
study the enrollment decline and 
determine whether it is temporary or if 


_it can be expected to continue in years 


to come. 

The committee will also help Dip- 
zinski in making budget cuts to help 
the system make it through the year 
without the revenue expected from the 
missing students and the state aid that 
is also missing. 

“There-probably won't be any staff 
cuts,” -said: Dipzinski. -“‘If there are 
classes. of less than. 20° students, 
though, it will indicate that staff cuts 
may be. in order.”

institutions throughout history. This 
series was written for COURSES BY 
NEWSPAPER, a program developed 
by University Extension, University of 
California, San-Diego, and funded by a 
grant from the National Endowment 
for the Humanities.

Major technological developments -- 
from television and computers to 
satellites and nuclear energy -- are 
profoundly affecting the way we live. 
They are thereby causing concern 
about the social impact of technological 
change. 

Technology does indeed often have 
great social or political impact. But it is 
far from predictable whether this or 
that technology will have impact, let 
alone what it will be. The impact 
depends as much on the response. of 
people and of cultures as it does on the 
new technology. 

For example, the first ‘‘women's 
liberation” occured in the 11th and 


12th centuries. In the history books, 
this sharp change in the position of 
women is’ recorded .in terms of 
literature, religion, or law. For ‘the 
troubadour who emerged in Southern 
France, woman was no longer a ‘‘sex 
" but an object of adoration to 
whom he addressed his poems from 
afar (or at least pretended to). 

In Christianity, the Virgin Mary 
replaced God the Father as the central 


figure in popular worship and in_ 


religious art. ‘And -legally, . women 
acquired property rights as widows, the 
right :to - maintain “property. they 


. brought. into the marriage, and the 
. Tight to their own earnings. 


THE SPINSTER 


But the underlying cause of these 
tremendous social changes was a 
technological innovation in. France ~ 
the spinning wheel.

reversed. One spinster could supply 
half a dozen weavers with yarn. 

When spinsters became productive, 
they became independent. Suddenly, a 
woman could be in society and be 
respectable without being dependent 
upon a male. Until then, only a nun or 
prostitute could survive without being 
a wife or concubine. Girls, therefore, 
had to be betrothed in infancy. Now 
they could remain single until old 
enough to choose whom to marry or 
even not marry at all. They could be 
“spinsters.”’ 

The great changes in culture, in 
religious worship, and in law then 
followed in short order. 


THE SECOND WOMEN'S LIB 


The second ‘‘women’s liberation,” 

that of today, also has its roots in 
technological innovation -- in the 
sewing machine, the typewriter, and 
the. telephone. 
. Before the sewing machine was in- 
vented, a little over a hundred years 
ago, sewing was the hardest, most 
time-consuming job of the housewife: 
Only the very rich could afford to have 
their clothes madg by a tailor. The rest 
had to make and mend their own 
clothes. The farm wife or worker's wife 
of 1860 spent four to six hours a day 
plying. the needle. 

The sewing machine cut this time to 
approximately 30 minutes a day. It 
also made clothes so cheap.-- cutting 
prices by more than: three-quarters -- 
that even ordinary people could afford 

“store-bought”’ clothes. 

The typewriter and the telephone, by 
creating middle-class employment 
opportunities outside the home, made 
it possible, as had the spinning wheel 
eight hundred years earlier, for 

“respectable’’ women. to earn their 


living without being dependent. upon a 
“male. Even- in Dickens’ 


last. novel, 
written around. 1870, there are: only 
male clerks in. ‘offices. “Respectable” 


women did: not go out Swit RONG an. 


escort:

THE FIRST CIVILIZATION 


But perhaps the most important 
example of the connection between 
technology and social order is the first 
true ‘‘civilization,’’ that of the 
irrigation cities of antiquity -- of Egypt 
along the Nile five or six thousand 
years ago; of Mesopotamia about the 
same time: of the Indus Valley a 
thousand years or so later; and of 
Southern China, from which Chinese 
civilization arose four thousand years 
ago. 


What made the irrigation city 
possible was technology: the ability to 
erect and maintain civil engineering 
works to lead the flood waters of the 
rivers to the land, to prevent their 
running back into the river again, and 
to circulate them. 


These irrigation works -- the first, 
and perhaps the most impressive, 
achievements of ‘‘modern’’ technology - 
- required measurement, which led to 
the development of geometry. They. 
required ability to forecast the flood, 
that is, a calendar and astronomy. 
They brought people together into very 
large settlements and thus required 
water supply, sanitation, city walls, 
and public buildings. 


They required specialists: scientists, 


. physicians, bureaucrats, tax collectors, 


lawyers, scribes, teachers, and 
engineers. The irrigation city required 
writing to’ record contracts and tax 
receipts. It required:law -- and the codes 
developed then, whether in Babylon. or 
in China, would still serve most needs 


of modern © commerce today.. The. 


irrigation. city required law courts to 
settle disputes and police to. maintain 
safety.

TECHNOLOGY AND SOCIETY 


These examples show, first, that 
technology is not something outside of 
society. It is society itself. But it does 
not ‘‘determine”’ society and culture. It 
must fit both to become effective 
technology. 

The spinning wheel was an obvious 
invention once the carriage wheel and 
the potter's wheel had been introduced 
several thousand years before the 


spinning wheel replaced the distaff. - 


Society was simply not receptive; the 
lady of the house spinning with her 
daughters and maids -- a scene the 
Homeric epics depict again and again -- 
fulfilled important functions that 
society did not want to do without. 

Second, these examples show that 
technology provides only options. The 
spinning wheel diffused rapidly 
throughout the Old World. Yet it had 
social and cultural impacts only in the 
areas of Western Catholicism -- not in 
the regions of Greek Catholicism. It 
had none at all outside the Christian 
world, that is in China or India. 

Thg, irrigation city similarly evoked 
different social and political responses. 
In Egypt, a religious bureaucracy 
emerged, but there were no political or 
social theories and no secular in- 
stitutions. In China, the irrigation city 
brought about great political and social 
theory -- the Confucian concept of 
social harmony, based on interpersonal 
relations and aiming to make human 
society conform to a pre-established 
harmony of the universe. 

Equally great was the impact in the 
Mid-East. In Sumeria and Babylonia it 
was soon seen that the centralized 
governance of the irrigation city could 
become a tyranny, exploiting the weak 
and poor, but also a force for good, the 
engine of justice and compassion. And 
political philosophy as we now know it 
thus arose in the irrigation city of 
Mesopotamia and thence in Greece. 

These illustrations show that 
technology is first and foremost a 
“humanity.” Technologies are not 
created by nature or by elves in the 
Black Forest. They are created by 
humans. They are extensions of Met 
to be used by humanity. 

Alfred Russell Wallace, who with 
Charles Darwin formulated the theory 
of natural selection, said, ‘‘Man is the 
only animal capable of purposeful 
evolution; he makes tools.” These tools 
bespeak human needs and values. They 
give us new performance and new 
survival capacity. They make us, in 
effect, a different animal. 

Thus they pose new human options, 
create new human opportunities, and 
demand new human’ answers.

Plenty of colors this season 


Michigan residents who are planning 


a fail color tour should have plenty to 
see and enjoy this season, says a 
Michigan State University forestry 
specialist. 

Melvin Koelling says prospects are 
good for a good color display because of 
a favorable growing season with 
adequate moisture and sunshine. 
However, he cautions there may be a 
decrease in the intensity of the various 
shades of red displayed by some species 
such as sugar maple. 

Species of trees like sugar maple 
which characteristically have red fall 
colors require a lot of sunshine to 
produce their tvpical autumn hues. If

extended periods’ of cloudy, rainy 
weather continue through September, 
we may not see as brillant a display as 
in some vears. It is highly likely, 
however, that the usual bright yellows 
and oranges will be present. 


Koelling explains that August was 
unusually cloudy and cool over much of 
the state. This condition has ac- 
celerated the rate of fall color 
development in some species. 
However, most trees should _ still 
display their brilliant colors at about 
the same time they usually do in late 
September and early October. 

“We haven't had the optimal com- 
binations of bright days, cool nights

and dry conditions," he says. 
“Although a few of the state's trees 
have begun changing color, this is 
mostly due to local environmental 
Stresses such as root damage caused by 
road salt or construction.” 


“The majority of trees, if the current 
weather continues, will possibly change 
only a few days earlier than usual and 
the colors may not be quite as vivid.” 

Koelling says an early frost would be 
the only factor which would damage 
the fall display. 

“Many people believe that a frost is 
essential for color development, but a 
hard frost will actually kill the leaves, 
turning them brown."’ he says.

“Take your time, look at the small 
things.” 

Those are suggestions from Kathy 
Mittig, forest manager for the 
Department of Natural Resources. 
Kathy has worked this summer 
marking and clearing hiking trails in 
Charlevoix County. 

She has a great interest in hiking, 


backpacking and cross-country skiing * 


probably inherited from her father. Bill 
Mittig, was an area forester for the 
DNR and is presently working as a 
DNR staff assistant in Boyne City. He 
layed out the trails for Warner Creek, 
Spring Brook and the Jordan Valley 
Pathways. 

Kathy 19, said the enjoyment she and 
her dog Cody experience in the woods 
compares to nothing else. 

“It's so relaxing being away from 
people, buildings, airplanes and cars. 
You get to know yourself hiking in the 
woods," she said. 

But it is more than that which draws 
Kathy, who hikes barefooted, back to 
the trails for enjoyment and. em- 
ployment. 

As we walk along the trails of Warner 
Creek Pathway, I find Kathy noticing 
things I’ve passed up -- blackberries 
buried under bushes, evergreen trees 
just starting to grow and_ snakes 
slithering past our feet. 

Kathy said her love for nature started 
when she and her family went camping 
and hiking in Northern Michigan. 
“That's one part of my childhood I'll 
always cherish -- being with my family 
out in the woods,” she said. 


Kathy, trying to be unbiased, said her 
favorite hiking trail is the Jordan River

Pathway. The trail covering 18 miles of 
woods in the Jordan River State 
Forest, weaves past several creeks. 

"The little creeks and the beautiful 
view from Deadman’s Hill make this 
trail special,” Kathy said. ‘‘Also the 
Jordan River Pathway is best for its 
display of color. The hardwood and 
tamarack trees change to such 
beautiful colors.” 

The tamaracks along the shores of the 
Jordan River turn a beautiful yellow. 
The trees will be in their ‘peak color” 
stage in another week, she added. 

Although Kathy does not wear shoes 
when hiking she suggested hikers wear 
appropriate clothing for a day in the 
woods. 

Wear what you're comfortable in, she 
said, but also be prepared for the stress 
and exercise hiking requires. 

The best way to be prepared for any 
weather a hiker may encounter is to 
dress in layers. That way if you get 
warm, you can just take off a layer and 
carry it in a light day pack. 

Other necessities for a day hike in- 
clude a compass, bug spray, com- 
fortable shoes which won't rub your 
feet and cause blisters, a map of the 
trail and food for a quick snack. 
Picking the right trail for your 
physical condition and hiking ex- 
perience is important. All state forest 
trails are marked with blue dots on 
trees. Kathy said a novice hiker may 
want to start on easier trails and work 
his way up to more difficult and longer 
paths. 

‘Warner Creek is good for beginners 
because the trail is pretty straight and 
only 3.5 miles long. There are hardly 
any hills to climb and the trails are well 
marked.” 


Spring Brook Pathway in Chandler 
Township is a better trail for cross 
country skiing than for hiking, Kathy 
said, because it's swampy. . Spring 
Brook is the most popular cross 
country skiing trail in the winter, she 
added. 


Photography in the woods acts 
like a wine. It mellows a trip, and 
deepens it. The pace slows a 
little, but things are seen more 
fully. Deliberately or not, the 
camera-toting hiker will form 
habits of looking more often and 
more closely, and after a few trips 
you'll end up going out of your way 
to look at things. With this 
looking comes understanding, and 
out of that, a deeper appreciation

In order to make your hiking trips 
more enjoyable, the Department of 
Natural Resources has drawn up a list 
of “Suggestions for your enjoyment.” 


They ‘are as follows: 

1. Respect the solitude of others. 
Hike in small groups and practice good 
hiking and camping etiquette. 

2. For safety, hike with a buddy; 
disabled injuries are dangerous when 
you are alone. 


3. Always carry a map and compass. 
4. Drinking water and toilets are 
available in campgrounds. For your 
safety, it is recommended that all water 


from streams be purified “before 


drinking. 

5. Extinguish all smoking materials 
carefully. Be careful with campground 
fires. 7 

6. Do not buy garbage or refuse. 
Pack it out for disposal in proper 
containers. 

7. Plan for variable weather con- 
ditions. Nights may be cool. 

8. At certain times of the year, insects 
can be a problem. Carry suitable 
repellents. 

9. Keep pets under strict control; 
other hikers may not enjoy them as 
much as you do.

The fall colors have arrived and 
Northern Michigan is once. again 
blessed with a Indian Summer. Now is 
the time to see our forests and rolling 
meadows alive with color. With the 
cost of gasoline so high, a great way to 
get some exercise and get a close to 
nature first-hand look at fall scenery is 
by hiking. 

Here are some hiking trails The Press 
recommends in and around Charlevoix 
County. 


We suggest you start hiking 

moderately. Choose a trail which suits 
your physical ability and hiking ex- 
perience. Topographic maps and 
conditions of trails are available at the 
Department of Natural Resources 
office at the corner of East and State 
Streets in Boyne City. The DNR phone 
number is 582-6681. 


Warner Creek Pathway. Located in 
the Jordan River State Forest, the 3.8 


miles of trail offers a beautiful pathway 
through hardwoods. Warner Creek is 
an easy trail, good for beginning hikers. 

The starting point of the trail is 
located 11'2 miles south of East Jordan 
on M-32. 

Jordan River Pathway. The pathway 
also, in the Jordan River State Forest, 
offers several options as to length of 
hike. Backpacking the entire pathway 
is a two-day hike, covering 18 miles. 
One loop is only three miles and begins

and ends at the top of Deadman’s Hill. 

Pathway attractions include an old 
logging railroad, the Jordan River, 
Pinney Bridge and tall white spruce 
trees. To get to the pathway take U. S. 
131 eight miles south of Boyne Falls to 
Dead Man’s Hill Road. Turn right, and 
follow the signs. 


Bells Bay Hiking Trail. This two mile 
trail takes you over hills and past an 
old stone quarry. The hiking trail is 
located at the state campground south- 
west of Charlevoix. Take U. S. 31 


south to Bells Bay Road, turn west, 


and follow the signs. 


Pine Baron Pathway. The longest 
loop, 6.25 miles long, is composed of 
four smaller loops, each approximately 
two miles long. The pathway, located 


in the Otsego State Forest, is six miles 
west of Gaylord off Old’ Alba Road. 


Wildwood Hills Pathway. This 9% 
miles of trail is great for hikers and 
cross country skiers. The three loops, 
ranging in length from three to four 
miles, are spotted with hills and 
beautiful hardwoods. The pathway is 
located 12 miles east of Petoskey on 
Wildwood Road. 


Spring Brook Pathway. Located in 
the Jordan River State Forest, the 10 
miles of trails lead through hardwoods, 
up and down several hills and past old 
railroad grades. From Boyne Falls, 
turn east on Thumb Lake Road (C-48), 
then north on Slashing Road, and left 
on Chandler Road. 


Shingle Mill Pathway. Two cam- 
pgrounds, pathways for hiking, skiing 
and backpacking are included in the 11 
miles of loops located in the Pigeon 
River State Forest. Two smaller loops, 
34 mile and 1% miles are best for 
beginning hikers, with the six mile loop 
for more experienced hikers and the 10 
and 11 mile loops being the most 
difficult. The pathway begins at the 
Pigeon River Campground, located on 
Sturgeon Valley Road, 11 miles east of 
Vanderbilt off 1-75. You might get 
lucky on your hike and see an elk, for 
the only wild elk herd in the eastern 
United States roams the Jordan River 
Pathway.

REDUCING ELECTRICAL BILL 


The cost of running a home has increased 
with the cost of living. But the monthly electric 
bill (thanks mainly to the increased cost of 
fuel} has more than doubled the cost of living 
rate in some areas around the country. For- 
tunately, there are ways to reduce this ex- 
pense.

Energy Office: Concentrate lighting in the 
reading and working areas~- reduce lighting in 
other areas...

Use clothes washer, dryer and dishwasher only 
when they are fully-loaded . . . Wash clothes in 

‘cold water with cold water detergents. If 
everyone did this, some 160,000 barrels of oil 
per day could be saved nationally. A 
household's dollar saving would be about 4 
percent. One 100-watt bulb burning around the 
clock for one year wastes more than 60 gallons 

‘of oil and adds $28 to your electric bill. Finally, 
a 40-watt flourescent bulb gives more light 
than a 100-watt incandescent one. It lasts 10 

- times as long and uses half the energy.

Four others want city seats 


Gierlach won't run again 


BOYNE CITY -- City Commissioner 
Joe Gierlach will not run for re-election 
but three new candidates and an in- 
cumbent plan to run for the two seats 
to be filled in the Nov. 6 election. 

Gierlach told The Press Tuesday he 
will not be a candidate for re-election so 
that he can devote more time to playing 
with his band. 

Gierlach said it would be unfair to 
citizens if he ran. City commission 
meetings are at night and so are most 
of the band’s performances. His 
decision not to run had nothing to do 
with recent city politics. 

“The Front Street vote was disap- 
pointing but it had nothing to do with 
my decision not to run.” 

Thelma Behling, who will be trying for 
her second term on the commission, 
said the city commission ‘tas a whole 
accomplished some high goals.” 

Mrs. Behling stated that despite even

more street and sewer repairs and 
moving city hall to its new location, 
city tax rates were lowered. 


‘*Maybe just a little,” she added, ‘But 
that’s against the national trend.”’ 


Future plans for development Mrs. 
Behling would like to see include 
development of Avalanche Mountain 
and a public beach in Boyne City. 
The three city residents who will be 
making their first attempt at securing a 
seat on the commission are Mike 
Handy, Kate Schafer and Martin Paul. 

Mike Handy, 29, said his reason for 
running for the commission seat is 
“nartially’’ related to Front Street. 
“The people on (the commission) have 
been there too long. Too many things 
have happened in the tast few months 
which upset me. I want to stir things 
up and see some changes,” the 19-year 
resident of Boyne City said. 


Handy said he would like to see the 
commissioners ‘represent the citizens’ 
points of view rather than their own 
interests.” 

Kate Schafer, 31, said she is running 
because she has a ‘deep committment” 
to Boyne City. 

“T think the future development of 
Boyne City will be an important issue 
in the next few years and I'd like to be 
part of it,’’ she said. 

In terms of growth, Mrs. Schafer 
would like to see development at 
Avalanche Mountain and _ im- 
plementation of the comprehensive 
plan by the consulting firm of Johnson, 
Johnson and Roy. 

Martin Paul, 69, a county com- 
missioner from 1974 to 1978, said the 
main reason he’s running is because 
several people requested that he run. 

Paul, a 20-year resident of Boyne City, 
said it is too early to determine critical 


issues for the upcoming November 
election. 


As of ‘l'uesday no member of the Save 

Front Street Committee had taken out 
a petition. Vi Manglos and Carol 
Judkins said they know of no com- 
mittee members who plan to run for 
commission seats. 


City clerk Tom Garlock said the 
November election should be no more 
controversial than past elections. The 
only thing which might affect the 
election turnout, Garlock said, is that 
punch card voting machines will be 
used for the first time. They might 
“either scare away voters or attract the 
curious,"’ he said. 


The deadline for petitions, which 
require a minimum of 20 signatures, is 
next Tuesday, Sept. 25, at 5 p.m. Those 
interested in obtaining a petition may 
pick one up at the city clerk's office. 


Apathy about sex education? 


BOYNE CITY--Parents in this school 
district apparently don’t have strong 
feelings about whether their children 
receive sex education. 

iuast May parents had a chance to 
voice their opinion as to whether sex: 
education should be taught in the 
Boyne City schools. The survey, taken 
by local residents, -has been called 
“disappointing.” 

A total of only 13 parents responded 
to.a four question survey, published in 
The Press last May, to help an advisory 
committee determine what, if any, form 
of sex education will become part of the 
school curriculum. 

Despite the parents’ poor response to 
the survey, the advisory committee 
comprised of ministers, health 
professionals, educators, parents and 
students, will draft a recommendation 
to submit to the Boyne City school 
board. 

Janice Kimbler, one committee 
member responsible for receiving 
written and phoned-in responses from 
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parents, said she received only 10 
phone calls and one letter. Eleanor 
West, the other parent committee 
member, received three phone calls. 

“T was very, very disappointed in our 
townspeople. I don’t know why parents 
did not respond. We felt that this issue 
concerns their children and they would 
want a say in what a sex education 
program might entail,’’ Mrs. Kimbler 
said. 

Of the phone calls she received, all but 
two people were in favor of starting a 
sex education program in the schools. 
Those opposed to the program thought 


_ sex education in school would promote 


birth control or pornography because of 
the books used. 

From the results of the survey the 
advisory committee will draw up 
recommendations about what should 
be taught in sex education classes. The 
recommendations will be pooled at the 
advisory committee's meeting Sept. 27. 
The meeting, held in the media center 
of the high school at 4 p.m., is open to 


the public. Mrs. Kimbler said she 
would like to see public input at the 
meeting. 

If the school board accepts the 
committee’s recommendations, the 
next step is to set up another com- 
mittee to plan a curriculum for grades 
kindergarten through twelve. 

School nurse Thelma Behling said the 
classes would not be just about ‘‘sex 
and marriage’ but also discuss feelings 
and personality developments. Many 
students have questions about their 
growth and how to handle relationships

BOYNE CITY--Layoffs at area 
plants, a higher number of high school 
dropouts and families selling their 
homes and moving out of the area all 
contribute to the decline in school 
enrollment, according to school ad- 
ministrators and city businessmen.

High School principal Rick Casper 
said he knows of 42 students who have 
moved out of the district in the.

That, coupled with 25 students 
who failed to return to high school this 
year, help explain where the students 
‘have gone. 

Casper, in his second year as high 
school. principal, acknowledged that 
there has been: a discipiinary’ crack- 
-down in school but said it has not 
caused students to move away. °
